HE following attempt to 
reform the liturgy of the 
church of England in its 
ordinary ſervice, was put 
into my hands in order to get it 
publiſhed to the world. I was will- 
ing to comply with the propoſal of 
the worthy and pious author, as it 
has a natural tendency to reduce the 
liturgy to the ſtandard of Scripture, 
. by departing very little from the 
{2 | eſtabliſhed forms. 
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1 PREFACE. 


The grand objection that has been 
made of late years to the public ſer- 
vice, and what ſeems well founded 


upon Scripture facts, is, that ſome 
parts of it break in upon the wor- 
ſhip eſtabliſhed by the higheſt au- 
thority ; namely, the expreſs decla- 
rations of Chriſt and his apoſtles; an 
authority to which our church in the 
moſt ſolemn manner refers all its 
members, and abſolutely diſclaims all 
pretenſions in oppoſition to it: and 
cherefore, if the alterations propoſed 
are warranted by Scripture, no apo- 
logy ought to be made for the at- 


tempt, as being exactly agreeable to 
the principles and practice of our firſt 


reformers ; whoſe example ſhould 


| powerfully engage us to lay aſide 


unſcriptural forms, and to render 


the 
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PREFACE it 
the public ſervice as near as poſſible” 
to the plain ſimplicity of the goſpel 
of Chriſt. It is very much for the 
honour of the prefent liturgy, that 
| ſo great a proportion of the devotio- 
nal parts is directed to the One Gd 
and Father of all, in the name and 
thro' the mediation of Jeſus Chriſt, 
this being an eſſential part of Chriſ- 
tian worſhip, ſettled and determined: 
by the divine appointment of Chriſt 
and his apoſtles : no real Chriſtian 
can, conſiſtently with his profeſſion, 
make any objection to this form of 
worſhip, it having been practiſed 
from the beginning of the Chriſtian 
church, and continued down thro 
all its corrupting and corrupted ages; 
all the ſuperſtition and idolatry that 
the 9 church has fallen into, 


could 
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could never ſet aſide this truly apof- 
tolical form of worſhip. The Chriſ- 
tian world too have been almoſt uni- 
verſally agreed in offering up direct 
worſhip, and aſcribing glory to Jeſus 
Chriſt, to the glory of God the Fa- 
ther, there being in the New Teſta- 
ment ſome few examples of direct 
iavocation of Chriſt, and of glory

It may be obſerved of the truly 


ters, that they generally evade enter- 
ing into a particular diſcuſſion of the 
lawfulneſs of worſhipping the Holy 
Spirit in prayer, praiſe, | or glory: 


perſons and one God, it ſeems to me 
to be abſolutely given up in point of 
argument, as they never make the 
leaſt attempt to prove it from Scrip- 
ture. This, I cannot help judging, 
demands an immediate alteration ; 
many other particulars relating to the 
preſent liturgy may be reformed at 
leiſure ; but in theſe days of light to 
continue a corrupt practice, intro- 
the times of growing ſuperſtition, 
muſt be deemed at leaſt a careleſs 
e indif- 
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indifference about religious matters, 
if not a criminal preſumption. It is 
a ſad thing for any ſociety of profeſſ- 
ing Chriſtians to incur the cenſure of 
worſhipping they know not what, 
when the light of the glorious Goſpel 
ſo clearly points out the true form of 
Chriſtian worſhip. If officiating mi- 
niſters were but-indulged the liberty 
of either uſing or laying: afide the 
Athanaſian parts, ſuch an indulgence 
granted by our condeſcending gover- 
nors would occaſion no diſturbance, 
even in a time of war. Thoſe mi- 


niſters who were attached to the old 


form could make no complaints, as 
being left to their full liberty to offi- 
ciate as they liked in this reſpect; 
and at the ſame time it would afford

ton: The authority of emperors, 
kings, and princes is human : 'The 
authority of councils, fynods, bi- 


mops, and preſbyters, is human : 
The authority of the prophets is 


divine, and comprehends the ſum 2

an angel from heaven preach any 
other, goſpel than what they have de- 
livered, let him be accurſed : their 
writings . contain, the covenant be-

It is to be withed, that our dif, | 


n brethren would introduce into 
their public ſervice forms of worſhip 
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taken from the Scriptures and the 
beſt parts of the Engliſh liturgy; ſuch 

a4 a ſtep would not only promote union 
and concord among profeſſing Chrif- 
tians, but likewiſe- would gradually 
pave the way for the reformation of 
the national church. Many pious and 
judicious diſſenters approve of forms 
as the beſt method to conduct the 
public ſervice ; and ſome of them 
have exhibited ſpecimens for the uſe 
of diflenting congregations. On the 
other hand it muſt be owned, that 
ſome, very worthy and learned per- 
ſons. amongſt them are ſtill vunhap- 
pily attached to free prayer, in op- 
poſition to ſtated. forms. Without 
entering into the merits of the queſ- 
tion, I would only obſerve, that 


provided the grand point in religious 
2 | 
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worſhip be ſecured, ''namely, the 


Scripture account of this duty, this 
is a queſtion of mere expediency, 


which, one would think, might be 
eaſily adjuſted to the ſatisfaRtion of 


all parties. If any minifter-has the 


gift of free prayer in an extraordi- 
nary degree, I ſee no harm in an in- 


dulgence of this kind in any Chriſ- 


tian congregation. The great buſi- 
neſs of prayer, whether publie or 


private; is to offer it up in ſpirit and 


in truth; whether this good effect be 
produced by forms or free prayer is 


of little importance; and therefore 


à toleration of both methods might 
well become all Chriſtian ſocieties.
